two lorrest timber sales ever offered 


by thé Forest Service, United States 


Department of Agriculture, are now 
being advertised for competitive 
bids. These are sales of pulpwood tn 
Alaska, each for five billion board 
feet. Announcement of these éffer- 
ings ts made by Secretary of Agcri- 
culture Jurdine. One ente ts tn the 
northern part of the Tongaes Nation- 
al Forest not far from Juneau, and 
the other ts in the southern part of 
the forest near 
tablishment of at least a 200-ton 
paper mill in Alaska ts required as 
a condition of each sale, with op- 
portunity to expand to 600 tons. The 
advertisements are itn response to 
applications for timber and water 
power permits filed by a number of 
companies or groups of responsible 
lindtviduals.

scarcity of available timber close to | 


cleaply developed water power has 
prevented the growth of paper-mak- 
ing in recent years and 
the establishment of new mills in 
Canada and Newfoundilaid instead 
of within the United Staten. The of-

ber, and supplying United States 
paper users with a native instead of 
an imported product 

“The purposes of the department 
in offering these sales,” 
tary Jardine, “are first of all to aid 
in the economic development of the 
territory by establishing large units 
ef anew industry. using National 
Forest wood as ite raw material 
and secondly, to make that industry 
permanent by tnsuring a perpetual 
supply of timber. We invite and ‘will 
protect the investment of capita! 


necessary to establish largé units of | 


paper manufacture. At the same 
time, we must fully protect the pub- 
lic interest by getting fair compensa- 
tion for the government timber. The 
sales are offered with all these pur- 
poses in mind.” 

Mr. Jardine said that southeastern 
Alaska has the timber, the water 
power and transportation facilities 
necessary for the development of a 
large paper-manufacturing industry.
